certain amount of legislation goes 
through committee without criticism, 
because the House is too weary to 
question it. 

The private member who wishes to 
initiate a discussion on his pet hobby 


is treated with more consideration in 
the provincial legislature than in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, There 


he is limited to one day a week, which 
toward the end wf the Session is 
done away with altogether and further 
than that, if the debate on his motion 
is adjourned or the sitting comes to an 


end while the discussion is in pro- 
gress, his motion goes down to the 
foot of a long list and may not get 


another hearing at all, 
In the legislature there are generally 
two days a week in which these pri- 
vate motions may come up and the 
custom to continue the debate on 
them to a finish at the first convenient 
time. They are seldom left up in the 
air unless by mutual agreement.
